ZONING PROGRESS 


The end is in sight for the 
city’s new zoning plan. At least, 
it has reached the stage when 
the long-discussed master zone 
plan will be passed to the city 
council by the city planning com- 
mission. On Feb. 26, 2 modified 
plan will be approved by the 
planners. Then, it will be up to 
the city councilmen to talk—and 
eventually act. 


The major change from the 
original Eliot proposed plan is 
that residential lots in the agri- 
cultural area will be limited to 
one acre. size instead of five 
acres.

Congressman Sheppard Must 


Look for New Election Theme 


A new tone in government is evident in 
Washington, D. C. and Congressman Harry 
R. Sheppard is being alerted to expect changes 
in the vast military base program within his 
district. He has appealed for reelection for 
many years on the strength of how he has 
made possible increased military bases and 
increased employment. 

Mr. Sheppard said, in a recent dispatch, he 
questioned the executive office of the White 
House relative to possible curtailment of mil- 
itary projects. 

Director of the Budget Joseph Dodge sup- 
plied the information and the first paragraph 
bluntly states; 

“One of the first and most important tasks 
of our new administration is to review the 1954 
budget and to proceed toward the accomplish- 
ment of a balanced budget.” 

Later in the reply, is this statement: 

“It is the policy to reduce the number of 
government employes. Each department or 
agency head shall immediately restrict the hir- 
ing of additional personnel.” 

As to construction, the reply stated: 

“It is the policy to proceed only with those 
projects which are deemed clearly essential 
in terms of the objectives of this administration 
and on such projects to employ the strictest 
standards of economy.” 

With respect to all programs, the economy- 
minded Mr. Dodge declared; “It is the policy 
to operate at a minimum level of cost and ex- 
penditures. This policy requires the necessity 
for all work to be questioned and that action be 
taken to eliminate unnecessary programs and 
to hold the remainder to minimum levels.” 

Such an enunciation on a policy of economy 
will be new to Mr. Sheppard. It is a new kind 
of utterance to come from Washington.

Tidelands Issue Affects 50 
Millions of Dollars 


Any Californian who isn’t quite sure what 
the tidelands oil controversy has been about 
these last few years would do well to read the 
excellent report, just issued, by the Senate 
Interim commitiee on tidelands. 

The amazing story of California’s dispv’ 
with the federal government over the latter's 
attempt to expropriate the state’s submerged 
coastal lands makes anything but dull reading. 
At stake in the dispute, are not just impound- 
ed revenues of nearly 50 million dollars and 
ownership of three million acres of land but 
also the very concept of private property which 
is the basis of our free enterprize system. 

The threat to private property stems from 
the “paramount rights” doctrine used to justi- 
fy tidelands seizure, which if firmly established 
in law and precedent could be employed to 
confiscate any and all property in any state. 
To perpetuate and extend this doctrine, the 
state senate committee charges “the federal 
government has engaged in a bitter campaign 
of propoganda designed to mislead the Amer- 
ican people and turn state against state.” 

It is fervently hoped that California’s title to 
its tidelands will soon be made secure and that 
the immortal doctrine of paramount rights will 
be relegated to the rubbish heap.
